WITH THE COMMISSIONERS ; 
THE LANDING TO SiLAVE LAKE. 
Lesser Slave Lake, June 17, ‘99. 
(®pecial correspendence.) 

The treaty party with two scows 
and one York boat left the Athabasca 
Landing, June 2nd, at 2.30 p. m., 
going only a short distance up the 
river and the next day reaching Bap- 
tiste river, 8 miles from the Landing. 
The short distance made during these 
two days was on account of lack of 
men, the H. B.Co. not having more 
than four men to each boat, which at 
any time is too little, especially when 
the roads along the river are in such a 
bad condition as they were then, 
after several days of rain. At Baptiste 
river we camped all Monday on 
account of a heavy rain which lasted 
ali day, and on Tuesday we again 
continued our journey northw ard, 
but under different conditions. 
police seeing that no progress could be 
made with the number of men which 
the company had at hand undertook, 
at the request of Mr. Round, to track 
one scow to the lake, a distance of 
130 miles up stream after having first

charge of the police party, and got his 
permission to do so. The tracking 
was very hard on the police, who, how- 
ever, stood the hard work well and 
held their own against the natives 
who were accustomed to the work, 
having been in the habit of hiring 
with the company year xfter year. 
On the road Insp. Snyder acted as 
bowsman and did allin his power to 
help bis men all the way. The first 
day out was the hardest, the men 
sinking knee deep in clay and mud, 
sometimes having to crawl out on 
their hands and knees—and at times 
to be hauled cut by one another. 
However, all is well that ends well ; 
all parties got here to the lower end 
of the lake without accident, all in 
the party being in good health and 
happy. The head wind which has 
prevailed for some days still continues 
preventing any further progress for 
the present. 

A flag is floated when the camp is 
pitched, and with the N. W. M. 
Police bugle sounding calls at differ- 
ent times during the day the camp 
would be, from a distance, taken for a 
military one. When within a few 
miles of Lesser Slave lake one York 
boat and 18 men of a crew arrived 
from the post, in charge of Donald 
Ferguson, to take us across the lake, 
so now there being a double crew to 
each boat and four boats in all, which 
makes the loads for each boat light, 
the journey should be an easy one. 

When on the way up the river on 
the evening of the 13th, the party 
presented Father Lacombe with the 
following address : 


To the Very Reverend Father A. Lacombe, 
O. M. L., Vicar General of St. Albert. 
DearR FatuHerR Lacompr: We cannot 

allow this, the golden anniverrary of your 
apostalic marriage, to pass without ex- 
pressing our cordial congratulations on the 
completion of a cycle made so glorious by 
constant labor for lives of humanity and 
zeal for the Great Master’s glory. 

While the medium of expression is al- 
together inadequate and there is an absence 
of pomp and ceremony, the music and the 
eulogy which would have marked the day 
had not your keen sense of duty led you to 
undertake this arduous and hazardous mis- 
sion to facilitate the making of a treaty 
with the Indians of the north, it seems to 
us that there is a fitness in the eircum- 
stance of this celebration which harmonizes 
with your fifty years of missionary toil. 

The mass in the little ten‘ in the chill 
of the early morning, the chanting of In- 
dian hymns, the rough breakfast rudely 
served, the perils in the rapids, the dis- 
comforts on the land, typify a life which 
will make the most interesting and edifying 
chapter in our country’s history. The title 
of that chapter will be ‘‘ Pere Lacombe.” 

We assure you that we highly appreciate 
the privilege of having you as a companion, 
and that we ever cherish the memory of 
days of dreary travel made bright by your 
delightful reminiscences and days of sun- 
shine made more joyous by vour genial 
converse. 

We beg you to accept this humble testi- 
mony of our regard and esteem, with the 
sincere wish that the Master may grant 
that our country may continue for many 
years to be blessed by your presence and 
your labors.

Songs and speeches were given by 
many and a very enjoyable time was 
indulged in, until far. on in the night. 
The affair was presided over by the 
Hon. Mr. Laird and most ably assist- 
ed by the other members of the com- 
mission, as well as by Inspt. Snyder. 
The affair ended by singing “ God 
Save the Queen.’ On the 17th inst. 
we left the island with fair wind until 


within 25 miles of our destination p 


when the wind changed to almost a 
hurricane against us, which compelled 
us to make for the shore in short 
order. Here we stayed all the next day 
having a head wind and left again on 
the 19th, when, after 17 days journey, 
we reached our destination at Slave 
lake and are now in camp at the so- 
called Stony Point. On our arrival 
at the new town at Willow point the 
Indians present fired a volley in the 
commissioner’s honor, and to-day, the 
20th, a first meeting was po — 
opening ceremony was _ pertorm 
ng wast the N. W. M. P. 
paraded in full dress and gave the 
royal salute as the commissioners and 
the Indian chiefs passed into the 
meeting tent. The chiefs are all in 
favor of treaty and we expect every- 
thing as far as the Indian com- 
misioners are concerned will be over 
in two or three more days. The Hon. 
Mr. Laird and the other members of 
the commission have shown their 
ability in dealing with the Indians, 
and their selection reflects great 
credit on the government. 


The second meeting with the In- 
dians took place this p. m., June 21st, 
with an opening ceremony of the 
same kind as yesterday, ‘namely a 
royal salute by the escort. The meet- 
ing lasted until 6 p. m, when treaty 
was signed by the chief Kee-noos- 
nayoo, “Fish” and his five council- 
lors for the Lesser Slave Jake band of 
Indians, also by the head man of the 
Sturgeon lake Indians, who was 
present from that tribe. A medal 
together with a big flag was present- | 
ed to Chief Fish. The treaty was 
witnessed by Father Lacombe, Insp. 
Snyder and others. After the treaty 
the Hon. Mr. Laird and others shook 
hands with the chief, who is an in- 
tellectual and exceptionally smart 
looking man. 

Several photos were taken during 
the day, the most interesting one 
being taken by Insp. Snyder, namely 
the chief with his medal and his 
councillors with the flag for a back- 
grouni, A meeting was called for 9 
a.m. tomorrow, June 22nd, to pay 
off the Indians who are willing to 
follow their chief, and quite a num- 
ber are expected to be present. 


To-day, June 22nd, the meeting 
opened at 11 a. m. and 270 heads 
received their treaty pay. The amount 
paid was $3,200. This concludes the 
treaty as far as the Indians are con- 
cerned here for the present, but quite 
a number are expected to swell the 
band at some future time. From 
here the treaty party splits up, the 
half-breed commissioners staying here 
for two weeks at least. Messrs. Mc- 
Kenna and Ross, Indian commis- 
sioners, Insp. Snyder, Mr. Round, 
Corporal Fitzgerald, Consts. oe: 5 
land, McLaren and Burman are leav- 
ing here early to-morrow morning a 
St. John, via Peace River Crossing, 
over land all the way, as Peace river 
is very high and on that account 
almost impassable for boats. This 
party will treat with the Indians at 
Dunvegan and St. John, building a 
raft there ard floating down stream 
as far as Peace River Urossing where 
a boat and crew is in waiting to take 
them on to the Vermillion where they 
expect te catch the main party which 
consists of Hon. Mr. Laird, Father 
Lacombe, Harrison Young, Martin, 
Dr. West, Conroy, Deschambault, 
Sgt. Anderson, Const. Lett, Lalonde, 
Vernen, Burke and special Const. 
Kerr, as escort, who make treaty at 
Peace River Crossing and the Ver- 
million. The last named party won’t 
start from here until June 24th for 
Peace River Crossing. 


Turning back to the Indian treaty 
here 1 may say that the country sur- 
rounding the so-called Drift Pile 
river is the favored spot for a reserve 
by the Indian chief here, but nothing 
is definitely settled as regards the 
location of said Indian reserve. It is 
alsorumored round here that Mr. 
Harrison Young will be the Indian 
agent here at Lesser Slave lake, and 
we only hope that the rumor will 
prove true as Mr. Young is, in my 
opinion at least, the best fitted man 
that the government could possibly 
get for the position, on account of his 
long stay in this part of the country 
before,which has given him a thorough 
knowledge of the requirements of the 
Indians and the way to handle them 
to the best advantage for all con- 
cerned. 


The terms of the treaty here with 
the Indians is not for publication 
until the general report of the com- 
missioners has been made and every- 
thing laid before the government at 
Ottawa. The camp here at Stony 
Point is growing daily, every trader 
has his canvass spread and his wares 
exposed to catch the dollars from the 
Indian as he gets paid. Ice cream 
parlors and restaurants ara also 
established where ginger ale and soft 
drinks with cigars are to be had. 
The prices are high, but still every 
one seems to be doing a good business. 
The Hon. Mr. Laird and the other 
Indian commissioners are in high glee 
on account of their success with the 
Indians here. The treaty penned and 
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signed and every body paid in three | 


days—an exceptionally quick work. 

June 24th, yesterday, the first scrip 
was issued and sold, the price 
being $75 cash. Winnipeg bankers 
(Alloway & Champion) were the pur- 
chasers. Lots of evidence was taken 

and a number of scrips will be issued 
to-day. The Indian commission party 
No. 2 left camp at Stony point at 3 
_m. and camped at the English 
mission to-night where they spend 
Sunday. 

Yesterday, June 23rd, the Indians 
were issued with five days rations to 
take them bac« to their homes, and 
it took 1,600 Ibs. of flour, 400 Ibs. of 
bacon, 70 Ibs. of tea to fill the bill 
besides about 24lbs. of tobacco. Fine 
weather and flies bad. All the party 
in good health which is a great thing, 
especially as we have no pic-nic, bad | 
weather having prevailed ever since 
we left Edmonton with the exception 
of the few days spent here at the 
lake.

SESSION NOTES.

The debate on the second reading of 
the much talked of redistribution bil 
isin progress. So far as developed 
there does not seem to be any suffi- 
cient reason either for the bringing in 
of the bill or for the threatened bitter 
pape be ger prabona

it could not have been so; but the 


explanation was made to a very thin 
house, which still dwindled even 


under the impassioned assertions and 
appeals of the leader of the opposition. 
The measure practically only effects 
the members from western Ontario. 
general result from the passage 
the measure is not likely to serious- 
ly affect the comparative standing of 
the parties. The government major- 
ity is now so large, and there is so 
little sign of a change in public 
opinion, that even if the bill should 
injuriously affect a few more con- 
servative than liberal seats—which is 
doubtful—they would not be enough to 
place a change of government appre- 
ciably further away. The bill as read 
the second time differed from what it 
was at first by a change which gave 
Toronto one more member, five in all, 
and took one away from Kent, which 
was to have had three members and 
now is to have but two. It had been 
alleged that Kent had been given 
four because it was conservative. 
The change made certainly does not 
indicate that the government was 
desirous of taking party advantage 
along the lines first suggested. 

Sir Charles Tu in his onslaught 
on the bill rime that it was .. 
constitutional, that it threw over the 
idea of representation by population, 
that it unduly favored liberal com. 
munities, and finally appealed to the 
senate to throw it out. He claimed 
that a redistribution could only be 
made after each census. But it was 
showa that redistributions had been 
made between such terms. However, 
it is expected that the conservative 
majority in the senate will take this 
ground in opposing the bill. The 
liberals claimed that they held 
the doctrine of representation by 
population as between provinces, and 
that this equality of representation 
was specially provided for in the con- 
federation act. This question would 
have arisen had they attempted to 
increase the’representation of any of 
the provinces. They held that while 
it was desirable as far as reasonably 
practicable to equalize the population 
of the various constituencies this had 
not been done by the conservatives 
when no regard had been paid to 
county boundaries. They hoped by 
adopting the principle of adhering to 
county boundaries to prevent for the 
future the deliberate and bare faced 
gerrymandering of the past. As to 
the charge that liberal constituencies 
were given a larger number of repre- 
sentatives than conservative con- 
stituenciés ; this was based on the fact 
that it had always been the practice 
to give a certain number of country 
voters larger representation than an 
equal number of city voters. 

The debate was not concluded.

The following travellers from the 
north arrived in town on Monday 
night: W. G. Ibbotson, from Hay 
river; McDonald, of the Glen Campbell 
party ; Messrs. Kirkpatrick and Mc- 
Cauley, from Lesser Slave lake; Miss 
Lawrence, from Vermillion; Mrs 
Paul, from Lesser Slave lake; Len- 
drum, of Vermillion; Messrs. Atkin- 
son and Hague, from Vermilion and 
formerly of Prince Albert, three pros- 
pectors from Fort Graham, acd Miles 
McDermott, of Lesser Slave lake, in 
whose sail boat the party made the 
240 miles from the lake to the Atha- 
basca Landing in record breaking time, 
reaching Edmonton, 336 miles, in 44 
days. 


The Glen Campbell party wintered 
about 25 miles west of Hay river and 
are now pushing on for the Nelson. 
The party divided in the. winter. 
Campbell, Beddingfield, Scott, Bou- 
vette and Taylor intend pushing on 
for the upper Liard where.they will 
remain and prospect. F. Black, E. 
Reid and Alex. McLean will go down 
the Pelly to Dawson, and Geo. Black 
will return. 


The Chatfield party, two brothers 
Chatfield from New York, and a man 
named Ager, wintered near the Camp 
bell party. One of the Chatfield’s 
froze his feet so seriously that he is on 
the way out to have them partially 
amputated. There was no scurvy 
whatever on Hay river. 


Mr. Ibbotson had a hard winter at 
his trading post, through the delay in 
arrival of some of his supplies, which 
left him for six weeks on a ration of 
three bannocks a week, straight. The 
fur trade was very good and he brings 
in a number of thousand dollars worth 
of fur which will be put up for sale at 
once. Mr. Ibbotson left Hay river on 
the Ist June and reached Keg river 
on the Peace onthe 3rd. Left there 
on the 5th for Peace River Crossing 
which was reached on the 17th. After 
four days at the Crossing they started 
for the lake which was reached on the 
25th. As mentioned the trip from 
the lake to the Landing was made in 
44.days. This unusually quick trip 
was due to the excellent sailing qualities 
of Mr. McDermott’s boat, one of the 
best for its size in the north.

tion with the outside world can now 
take place. Letters can be sent out 
and received, and necessities (or 
luxuries here) such as sugar, milk, 
butter, eggs &c., can rocured. 
The cleaning up is now in fall blast 
and itis turning out away &head of 
expectations. Bonanza, Dominion, 
Hunker, Sulphur, Gold Rim, and 
many other creeks are a surprise, and 
the output will be much larger than 
anticipated. Eldorado is the best 
ereek and is well seconded by Do- 
minion. What the output will be is 
hard to say, but I am certain it will 
greatly exceed. last year. . Side hilly 
and benches are being worked toa 
great extent, and new discoveries are 
taking place every day. Some of the 
hill sides and benches are extremely 
rich and more men will be at work on 
these than on the creek claims. In a 
year or two this country willbe better 
than at present, the overplus»popula- 
tion will leave and those remaining 
in the country will-find good employ- 
ment. This past year there have been 
thousands of men too many and they 
to-day find themselves without money 
or provisions and they will have to go 
out. The government will have to 
help some out or they will have them 
on their hands another winter. “They 
have had to pay thousands of dollars 
for hospital fees for the poorer class 
during the past winter. The govern- 
ment is blamed for everything here ; a 
man gets his claim jumped,and it is at 
once the fault of the officials,and.so on 
with everything. True they are in 
some way to blame for instance 
some why don’t they appropriate 
money for trails, which are most 
essential to .the country’s develop- 
ment and again why such exorbitant 
charges as $1 per cord for deadwood, 
and two cents per foot for small cabin 
logs. Government fees and everything 
else of the kind are too bigh and men 
have to have rich claims to stand 
them. Thousands have been without 
employment all winter, and there is 
to-day one-half more of a population 
than is required for it must be remem- 
bered that outside of mining no other 
work is done like other places, for 
this is solely a mining country. Lum- 
bering, except to furnish the camp, 
agricultural or fishing are out of the 
question, and what work is done here 
depends entirely on the mines. 

Wages came down to $5 per day, 
and in some case $10 have been paid. 
Provisions have been cheaper. Flour 
$8 per 50 Ibs., bacon and hams 50c, 
sugar went to $1 per lb., milk up to 
$48 a case, and butter as high as 
$2.25 a lb, but the latter three 
articles were very scarce and were 
cornered. Clothing you could hardly 
give away.
